Of the 152 Live Births, 61 took place at the resident's home 
in Thcdwastre - the romaining 91 were almost all hospital births and 
the great majority occurred at St. Mary's Hospital, Bury St. Edmunds, or 
the West Suffolk Hospital, Bury St. Edmunds. 


79 of the 114 dcaths of Thedwastre Residcnts in 1950 occurred at 
their own homes in Thedwastre. Of the reomaining 35 there were 32

Prior to the war there wore three Public Assistance Hospitals in 
the County - at Bury St. Edmunds, Sudbury and Newmarket - but on the 
outbrcak of war the White Lodge Hospital at Newmarket ccascd to reccive 
the chronic sick and agcd persons. Thic lcd to a strain on the 
available beds at St. Mary's Hospital, Bury St. Edmunds, and at 
Walnuttrce Hospital, Sudbury. 


SECTION Ge 
SANITARY CIRCUMSTANCES OF THE AREA. 


1. (i) WATER. The Proposed Comprcvhcnsive Water Scheme to serve the 
District has been"proposcd"now for so many years that it is small 
wonder that thc mcntion of a piped water supply boing available in 
Thedwastre shortly,leads to doubts For those, however, who 
takc the trouble to enquire as to progress it is apparent that much 
of the groundwork neccessary to have this benefit functioning in the 
District has alrcady bcen accomplishcde The borcs have been drillcd 
and testcd, the water towers are grcatly advanced and many milcs of 
water mains are alrcady laid. 1950 showed once again how urgent is 
Thedwastre's necd for a piped water supply. Severe drought occurred 
in tho villeges of Walsham-lc-Willows, Wattisficld, Thurston, Tostock, 
Blmswell, Badwell Ash, Woolpit, Norton and Stovlangtoft, and it was 
necessary to purchase, install and fill tanks in these various 
villages. 


(ii) DRAINAGE AND SEWERAGE. Drainage and Sewage Scheme have not, of 
course, been introduccd into the District as no piped watcr supply 
exists. Much thought has been given, however, to the necd for such 
schomes which will arisc when the Water Schome becomes operatives — 
Preliminary surveys and ideas of drainage and scwage schemes are boeing 
carricd out and formed and they will be introduced when the response 
to thc Watcr Scheme warrants their initiation.

The ccsspools throughout the District, including those of the Council 
houses, have been periodicaly cmpticd with the assistance of the 
machines of ncighbouring authoritics. The Council, however, are about 
to acquire a ccsspool cmpticr of their om ,now that the number of Council 
houscs , requiring its services, warrant such & purchase 
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2. RIVERS AND STREAMS. The continuous employment of 2 man by the 
Council throughout the year cleaning out the streams and ditches did 


much to ensure that any nuisances in tho watcrscourses was specdily 
abatede , 


3. (i) CLOSET ACCOMMODATION. Almost all the workingclass houscs in 
the District arc providcd with pail closcts and tho service of these 
remains the responsibility of the individual tcnant. 


(ii) PUBLIC CLEANSING. The Council continued their service of 
removal of houschold refuse with the Council's own refuse vehicle and 
their employees. This is a service which is given cvery four weeks, 
the rcfusc collcctcd being deposited at tips at Elmswcll, Thurston and 
Wattisficld. The Rodent Operator makes regular visits and gives 
special carc to the condition of these tips. 


362 loads of refusc werc removed during tho ycar. 

Included among the prcliminary noticcs scrvcd under the Public 
Health Act, 1936, were 145 rcquiring the provision of dustbins. 

(iii) SANTTARY INSPECTION OF THE AREA. In 1950 the Council continucd 
stops to cnsure that Mr. Wyatt, who since July lst, 1946, has actcd 


Singlc-handcd, should have the assistance of an Additional Sanitary 
Inspector ~ Mr. F. M. Flack commenced duties carly in 1951.
